Ghaffur believes that there might be confusion over some laws 
in Britain. He told The Independent, 

“For example, in some communities they don’t see it is wrong to 
counterfeit stuff, while drug usage and its related violence are 
quite common in the Asian sub-continent.”

SOUTHALL’S Sikh and 
Hindu communities are living 
with the fear of violence every 
time they leave their homes, 
according to local MP Piara 
Khabra. 


Mr Khabra, 77, said a surge 
in muggings by Somali asylum 
seekers had caused serious ten- 
sions within the local popula- 
tion and he predicted public 
disorder if the Metropolitan 
Police did not act. 

Street robberies in Southall 
have increased ninefold in the 
last six months and the MP said 
that if police failed to get a grip 
of the problem, local groups 
would be justified in taking the 
law into their own hands. 

Mr Khabra said: “There is a 
perception in the community 
that crime is being committed 
by Somalis who come to settle 
in the district.”

there was the usual appearance of huntsmen with their hounds, 
and a wealth of attractive young ladies selling tombola tickets 
to raise funds for the organisation. Prior to the last race a 
spokesman for the Alliance rallied the crowd and called for 
“the biggest ever manifestation of countryside supporters” in 
London on September 22nd, to show Tony Blair and his Gov- 
ernment the strength of feeling of Britain’s rural communities: 
I thought of that gentleman when the 400,000th marcher was 
clocked-up at the end of the march. He, along with the organ- 
isers of the Countryside Alliance, must have gained immense 


satisfaction from this show of strength that they had worked 


so hard to bring together. It was a massive turnout, and Tony 
Blair can have been left in no doubt as to the strength of feeling 
within rural Britain... 

But the Prime Minister clearly wasn’t that bothered. In fact, within 
24 hours, he had instructed ministers to push through, with the 
greatest speed possible, the bill to ban hunting with hounds. 

The reaction of the media too, was disappointing. They seemed 
more interested in reporting the traffic chaos caused, and gave 
almost as much coverage to the 100 anti-hunt demonstrators as 
they did to the 400,000 marchers. 

Yasmin Alibhai-Brown, writing in The Independent, was very 
concerned that there might be a coded racist message coming 


from the hordes of rosy-cheeked rural folk with their banners © 


calling for the protection of the British way of life. The broad- 
sheets, on the whole, were disparaging of the efforts of the 
Countryside Alliance, predicting there would be little movement 
from the Government despite the euphoria of the marchers. — 

But for some, Sunday 22nd of September provided an excel- 
lent opportunity for the cultivation of Britain’s slowly awak- 
ening, long-silent majority. Seventy-odd tillers of the political

The reason for this decline is 
painfully obvious to anyone who 
understands the basic guidelines 
of self-sufficent politics. If you 


invest in growing your own, 


you build up a strong home 
market. Then you make money 
by exporting your surplus and 
re-invest these proceeds back 
in growing more. 

Back in the 1960s and 1970s 
Scottish football had a strong 
pool of home grown talent. 
So much so that Scottish foot- 
ballers were even in demand 
by the ‘Old Enemy’ for the 
English First Division. 
Tottenham Hotspur’s double- 
winning side of 1961 had the 
brilliant Bill Brown in goal, the 
robust Dave Mackay at left-half 
and the majestic John White 
at inside-left. All Scots plying 
their trade in England, but always 
on call for Scottish international 
duty. | 

The number of English players 
playing in the Scottish League 
could be counted on one hand. 
They just weren’t needed 
because of the abundance of 
home-grown talent. 


In 1971 there were 54 Scots 
playing in the English First 
Division, at the beginning of 
this season there are just five in 
the Premiership. 

Scotland doesn’t have any 
home-grown talent anymore. 
The reason for this is that for the

last 10 years Scottish football 
clubs haven’t invested in Scot- 
tish youngsters. Instead they 
have squandered their resources 
on bringing in players from 
Scandinavia in the hope of pro- 
viding instant success by utilis- 


ing the proceeds of the extensive 
football youth programmes in 
existence in Norway, Sweden, 
Denmark and Finland. 

There’s hardly a Scottish-born 
player in either Rangers or Celtic, 
and even the First and Second 
clubs are now relying on for- 
eign players. 

As an international force 
Scotland are finished - for. 
the next ten years at least. 
To re-build their team they 


football set-up. They need to 
limit the number of foreign 
players per club to a maxi- 
mum of two, and the money 
saved on overseas players’ 
wages must be invested in 
youth schemes at every club. 
In the short-term Scottish club 
football might suffer on the 
European stage as a result, but
